Carter outlines tough energy proposals 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter 
is passing the job of formulating a tough 
new energy policy to a Congress that clearly 
is reluctant to accept the assignment. 
Carter laid out his comprehensive energy 
program to a joint House+Senate session 
Wednesday night, anknowledging that it 
would be painful anddeclaring, “ I don’t 
expect much applause. ” 
He didn’t get much applause, either. Yet, 
D em ocratic 
C ongressional 
leaders 
vowed to fight hard for the bulk of the 
program, which calls for conserving energy 
through higher automobile and fuel prices 
and taxes. But they conceded the plan faces 
m ajor opposition. 
Carter told Congress that to deal with the 
nation's energy crisis the lawmakers must 
approve taxes and price increases on 
dwindling fuel supplies and must agree to 
heavy taxes on gas-guzzling automobiles. 
His plan for a standby gasoline tax of up 
to 50 cents a gallon drew the most vigorous 
criticism. It seemed doomed to an early 


defeat. 


Members of Cong -ss of both parties, 
deeply split over enegy issues, voiced little 
enthusiasm for the over-all package, but 
many 
praised 
Carter for courage in 
proposing stiff conservation m easures. 
“I’m going to be leading the charge to do 
everything possible to put together his pro­ 
gram ,” said Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson, 
D+W ash., chairman of the Senate Energy 
and Natural Resources Committee, which 
will 
handle 
most 
of 
the 
President’s 
proposals. 


But Jackson added that he sees little 
likelihood of C arter's gas tax proposal 
passing Congress. And he predicted major 
modifications 
would 
be 
made in the 
President’s oil pricing recommendations. 
House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill also 
expressed reservations about the gasoline 
tax but vowed full support for the Pres­ 
ident’s program, adding that Carter knows 
“ this is his first major fight.... This is a 
battle.” 
And Senate Democratic Leader Robert C. 
Byrd 
of 
West 
Virginia 
claimed 
“the 


problem of supply was not addressed at all” 
by the President. But noting that Congress 
still hasn't seen details of C arter’s specific 
legislation, which will be submitted on 
Monday, Byrd cautioned, “ We shouldn’t 
shoot from the hip.,,. Much will depend on 
acceptance by the American people.” 
House Republican Leader John Rhodes of 
Arizona said Carter talked too much about 
¿onservation and not enough about en­ 
couraging more energy production. “ It was 
a message addressed to no growth and I 
don’t think that will satisfy the country at 
all,” he said. 
Carter told Congress he wants to conserve 
energy by making gas-guzzling automo­ 
biles, gasoline, oil and natural gas more 
expensive. 
He asked for authority to impose a 
“standby" gasoline tax of up to 50 cents a 
gallon that would begin in 1979 in yearly five 
cent increments if consumption rises above 
specified targets. The taxes he asked on 
automobiles that get poor gas mileage 
would range from $450 for fuel-inefficient 
automobiles built in 1978 to $2,500 by 1985 


“We simply must save gasoline and I 
believe that the American people can meet 
this challenge. It is a m atter of patriotism 
and commitment,” Carter said. 
He also proposed new taxes on crude oil 
that would add about seven cents a gallon to 
the price of gasoline by 1980 and lead to 
equivalent increases for other petroleum 
products; an increase in the federal price 
ceiling for natural gas, and taxes on in­ 
dustrial and utility use of natural gas and 
oil. 
The program would return some of the 
taxes to Americans, possibly through in­ 
come tax rebates, and give tax breaks to 
homeowners who add insulation to their 
homes or take other energy-saving m eas­ 
ures

C arter 
told Congress 
“The 
problem is too large and the time is too 
short.” 
Carter had one prominent Republican 
ally. Sen. Charles Percy of Illinois. "W e’re 
a nation of energy-hogs We’ve just got to 
change our habits, even if just to reduce 


criticism of this country from abroad," 
Percy said, urging Republicans not to take 
a “ partisan approach There is no reason 
why we should not support those parts of the 
program that make sense.” 
Carter said his program would "reward 
those who conserve and penalize those who 
w aste." And he said it strives to spread the 
sacrifice over all segments of society.

called

gasoline tax “one of the most controversial 
and misunderstood" parts of his program 
The tax would be triggered at a rate of 
five cents a year, beginning in January 1979, 
if 
gasoline 
consumption 
rose 
above 
specified levels 
Criticized as inflationary, ineffective as a 
means of curbing consumption and as 
penalizing low-income Americans most, the 
gas tax proposal was widely attacked by 
iaw'akers — despite Carter assurances that 
it yvould only be levied if conservation goals 
are not met.

Prices rise at slower pace 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Consumer prices 
rose six-tenths of a per cent in March, a 
slower pace than in the previous two 
months, the government reported today. 
The Labor Department said sm aller price 
increases for food and other commodities 
helped to hold down the rate of inflation last 


month 
The March price rise compared with a 1 
per cent jump in February and an eight- 
tenths of a per cent rise in January, a two- 
month surge that touched off fears of a new 
inflationary surge in the economy. Febru­ 
ary's increase was the biggest monthly 


jump in 24 years 
However, the latest report lends weight to 
the Carter administration view that the 
January+ February price surge was only a 
temporary reflection of the harsh winter 
impact on fuel and food costs 
If prices continue to increase for the full

A group of lawyers and law professors at the 
University of M assachusetts may not have the solution to 
the violence in our society, but they have come up with a 
sure-fire prescription for killing the television industry: 
Make the TV cops stop breaking the law. 
As anyone who has watched many man-vs.-crime 
shows can testify (and who can avoid them ?), the heroes 
certainly do bend the law at times. They threaten, bully 
and rough up suspects to force a confession, with or 
without advising them of their constitutional rights. They 
break into offices and homes, with or without a warrant. 
They steal and conceal evidence. And, most unlike real- 
life cops, they solve all crim es in less than an hour. 
In just one week's worth of such shows in 1976, there 
were 21 clear constitutional violations, seven omissions 
of constitutional rights and 25 instances of police 
brutality and harassment, the lawyers and professors 
report in Saturday Review magazine. 
What worries them is that the ethics of TV police will 
come to be accepted by the public and, presumably, be 
expected of real police. Already, they claim , the U.S. 
Supreme Court “has been legalizing outrageous police 
conduct, enacting into law principles much like those 
projected in the TV crime shows.” 
Unfortunately, the immediate difficulty in remedying 
this situation is that any show which attempted a 
realistic portrayal of police work would be dull, dull, dull. 
A day in the life of an average policeman or even a 
private detective is, like most other jobs, one of often- 
boring routine. There is more filling out papers than 
punching out criminals. More time is spent waiting to 
testify in court than in hot pursuit of lawbreakers. Some 
cops go through their entire careers without firing their 
guns, except on the practice range. 
Another consideration is that with so much crime going 
unpunished these days — at least, people think it is going 
unpunished — the television tube is the only place the 
public can count on seeing the law triumphant and the 
evil-doer get his just deserts. There would seem to be 
som e sort of social value in that. 
Actually, the complainants might be better advised to 
let sleepingdogs lie. If people wereshown what goes on 
within the legal system after the police have done their 
work, there could be real trouble. 
And anyway, are Americans really such children that 
they cannot distinguish between fact and fantasy, bet­ 
ween fiction and real life? Evidently, the professors 
cannot.

Senators Ask Pentagon 
To Join the War On Drugs 
by Jack Anderson 
and Les W hitten 
WASHINGTON - Congress 
has called for military equip 
ment. including planes radar, 
seasors and satellites, to bolster 
the faltering battle against 
drug abuse 
This unusual request has 
fieen forwarded to the Pen­ 
tagon by the Senate Perma­ 
nent Invest igatioas subcommit­ 
tee In a private letter to 
Defense Secretary Harold 
Brown, the senators pleaded 
"This country is fighting a 
self proclaimed war on drugs 
When fighting a war. you use 
the best resources available 
and make every effort to win 
This is not being done ’ 
The letter, signed by Sens 
Sam Nunn. P.-Ga. and Charles 
Percy. R -III, contends that 
drug abuse costs the United 
States a staggering $17 billion 
annually. More than 5.000 
Americaas die each year from 
the improper us»* of drugs 
thousands more are killed and 
injured in drug-related crimes 
The sheer magnitude of the 
drug problem has led the sub 
committee to seek drastic 
countermeasures 
"Within I lie h*derul govern­ 


ment.' declare tin* senators, 
“the Department of Defease 
alone possess the air and land 
vehicles needed to pursue and 
overtake the drug traffickers." 
They point out that the 
Customs Service “lacks suffi­ 
cient planes, radar, season, 
anti other equipment to ade­ 
quately protect our borders, the 
equipment it does liave largely 
consisLs of second generation 
or ill-equippetl models “ 
To curb the deadly drug 
traffic, the senators insist will 
take "resources comparable to 
sophistication to those used bv 
the smuggler’s themselves 
Footnote A spokesman said 
the Pentagon has received the 
proposal anti is preparing a 
response to it.

was found at a distance from the 
car. and had not been in the 
w ater as long as the car. Nor 
would they appoint a special 
judge-investigator, as the UN 
requested. Nor have they agreed

findings say it is likely that Mr. 
Soria w as bound, beaten about 
the head and chest, strangled 
slowly, and finally killed by 
sharp blows to the back of the 
neck-before being dum ped into 
the canal. 
This is far from the first tim e 
the Pinochet regim e has been 
suspected of political m urder. 
But Mr. Soria is the first of its

Mears of The Associated Press, 
one of "the boys on the bus” in 
every 
presidential 
campaign 
since 1960, has won the 1977 Pu­ 
litzer Prize for national report­ 
ing. 
Mears' rapid-fire writing un­ 
der 
pressure 
of 
newspaper 
deadlines through 32 presiden­ 
tial primaries and the national 
campaign was praised by the 
Pulitzer jury, which said more 
people throughout the world 
probably read his words than 
those of any other political re­ 
porter. 
"In the Associated Press, no­ 
body works solo," said the 42- 
year-old 
A P 
Special 
Corre­ 
spondent after he learned of the 
honor. "Our coverage of the 
1976 presidential campaign was 
the work of many people, all of 
whom own a share of this 
award " 


Mears was one of several po­ 
litical reporters highlighted in 
Timothy Crouse’s book, "The 
Boys On The Bus " The book 
chronicled the press coverage 
of the 1972 presidential cam­ 
paign between President Rich­ 
ard M Nixon and Sen George 
McGovern, D-S D. 


Alex Haley was in Gambia 
and Michael Cristofer was sit­ 
ting under a tree in Ohio when 
they were named Pulitzer win­ 
ners Monday. Haley in a spe­ 
cial category for his best-seller 
"Roots," and Cristofer in dra­ 
ma 
for 
his 
play, 
"Shadow 
Box." which just opened on 
Broadway. 
Haley was visiting his ancest­ 
ral home of Juffure this week, 
a village that has become a 
mecca 
for 
black Americans 
since publication of his partly 
fictionalized account of the de­ 
scendants of the slave Kunta 
Kinte. A television movie of his 


book 
was 
rated 
the 
most 
watched show in history. 
Cristofer’s play, which scans 
the lives of eight persons who 
deal with the impending death 
of three of them, opened here 
March 31, the last day to quali­ 
fy for this year’s Pulitzers. 
The Lufkin, Tex., News won 
the Public Service Award for 
its series on the death of a re­ 
cruit at a Marine Corps train­ 
ing camp The series triggered 
a congressional probe and re­ 
form in training practices. 
The annual Pulitzer Prizes in 
the Arts and Journalism are 
awarded by Columbia Univer­ 
sity from an endowment of the 
late Joseph Pulitzer, publisher 
of the defunct New York World 
A $1,000 cash prize accom­ 
panies each award except the 
Public Service Award, which is 
a gold medal.

The current maximum small 
loan rate is 26 62 per cent an­ 


nually up to $500. with the 10 
per cent usury limit in effect 
for loans of more than $500 
Under the bill, small loan in­ 
terest rates up to $300 would be 
increased to 30 per cent; those 
between $300 and $1,000 would 
be financed at a maximum rate 
of 21 per cent and loans of be­ 
tween $1.000 and $5.000 would 
carry an interest rate limit of 
15 per cent 
Sen. J.B Banks, a St. Louis 
Democrat who said many of his 
constitutents rely on small loan 
companies as a ready source of 
cash, attempted to lower the 
maximum limit from $5.000 to

Bitterness about the proposal • 
w as expressed by a rural K an­ 
sa s City man. L.D. Newman, 
who m ust make a 55 daily m ile 
trip to his job in a body shop 
and would be greatly affected 
by a tax. 
“ If there’s a fuel shortage, 
let them ration it,” he said 
“ That way the rich guy can ’t 
get any further down the road 
than I can ” 
Newman, his wife and two 
children live in Belton, a com ­ 
munity which could be involved 
in the bussing of students to 
meet integration dem ands of 
the federal government 
That 
concerns Mrs Newman 
"They would spend thousands 
of dollars to send school chil­ 
dren out of the district If there 
is a shortage of oil and gaso­ 
line. why can’t they let students 
go to school where they don’t 
have to be bussed?" she asked
